Regarding the 
metul buttons such as yourdescribe, may I point ont 
that the coat lies in making by dies or patterns very 
largely.. If yéwowould require a greater number the ex- 
pense would be proportionately much less, | As you, how- 
ever, want only a hundred pieces, the cost is bound to 
be high. 


In addition to this, the coat of arms of the Dutch  * | | 
Reformed Church is a pretty complicated subject for a " 
button. You will readily realize this from looking at 
the cut at the topyof your letterhead. Furthermore it 
will not carry unless it is in enamels and the cost of 
an enamel button with these details would be prohibitive, 


I would suggest your getting in touch with Whitehead 
& Hoag, at Newark, . preferably by a call. They would be 
glad to sham.wyou what they have, and it might be that 
you would find something alreedy in existence that would 
meet your need. If not, they would be able to make up 
for you whatever design you might select as economically 
as any one else. I wish I could have given you more 
satisfactory aid.
